On top of inflation comes the 
world food shortage . bringing 
worse chaos to a country where 
rationing is impossible because 
the essential odministrative ma- 
chinery does not yet exist. 

During the war,, Chinn was 
given Great Power status; extra- 
territcriality was abolished by 
treaties with the various powers 
concerned; .in the. case..of Britain, 
on condition that a new ‘ trade 
treaty was hnegotlated within. six 
months of the ‘end of the war.

Government has reintroduced 
provisions in the Company Saw 
which will permit firms registered 
in Hong Kong to trade In China, 
and’ so ennble the colony {o re- 
sume its traditional role in 
China’s, economy. Exports tn 
the first half of 1946 to Hong 
Kong: totalled £1,861,07f (1938, 
$1,962,324) tx compared with 
$1,910,714 to‘China (1938, £2 mil- 
lion). In addition, China, Burma 
and India shared relief shipments 
of over £1,000,000. From these 
figures Chino’s. bunger for fm- 
ports may bo realised. 

Against the sombre backgrcund 
of the present may be set China's 
own ambitions for the future, The 
“C.N.R.R.A, plan" takes over all 
the old plans and - industralises 
and ‘transforms China anew.
